"T'ltr trace "hot" atoms that 
ipread In air, water, ground, plants 
arid snlmsla. These alomi are from 
manulocturlng plutonlum for bointi 
'n ihf nearby lUnford works of 
"le United Slates atoililc energy 
comnili Inn. 

These are the same atcms that 
tome from exploding A-bombs. Also 
"ie -MTTie that will come from all 
fttnmic power plants. DlUmately 
atomic Power houses an likely W 



make more of the "hot" atoms than 
come from bombs. 
^Tliero are nearly M of these r 
rsdJoaeUve atoms, and all ipn 
without being felt, seen, heard 
smeUed. The Job here U two-fold. 
Flral. to discover how much Is harm- 
ful to you, because a lltUe bit la not 
bad. Second, to prevent too many 
/rem getting, out of the works. 

Seven monitors travel a total " 
1D.0CO miles a month, ranging iw 
miles around, looking lor stiay 
atoms. Others go all tho way to the 
mouth of the Columbia river, whoso 
waters tho plutonlum plants here 
use f or cooUng. ^ ^ 

Ho dangers have ben found, wlihn 



exception confined to uninhab- 
ited desert areas close to big atomis 
ovens.
